Rhodes And Ocasek 
Clash Over Call 
For Assembly Meet 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Senate 
Majority Leader Oliver Ocasek has 
accused GOP Gov. James A. Rhodes of 
election year “dramatics” in saying a 
special legislative session may be 
needed to deal with Ohio’s Medicaid 
funding crisis. 
The Democratic leader said Friday 
the legislature already has funded the 
indigent health care program well into 
next year and added “we are meeting 
two days in September and again next 
January and all along. Medicaid is 
funded until the last quarter of the 
fiscal year (which begins next April 
I).” 
The governor’s executive assistant, 
Thomas J. Moyer, said earlier that the 
Republican 
governor 
is giving 
“serious consideration” to calling 
back the lawmakers, in recess since 
June ll, to deal with an envisioned $127 
million shortfall in Medicaid funds. 
Udall Sued 
Over Bills 


ALEXANDRIA, Va. (AP) - The 
American Express Co. has filed suit in 
U.S. District Court in Alexandria to 
recover $124,170 it says Rep. Morris 
K. Udall, D-Ariz., owes from the use of 
a charge card issued last October. 
A Udall aide said the amount owed 
American Express is for purchases 
connected with Udall’s unsuccessful 
campaign 
for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential nomination. Most of it, he 
said, is for hotel rooms and air tran­ 
sportation. 
The suit was filed in U.S. District 
Court in Virginia because Udall lives 
in McLean, Va. It says Udall’s card 
was revoked April 26 after Udall failed 
to pay for most of the items charged 
during the previous six months. 
Fred Palmer, an attorney for Udall’s 
campaign, said Udall has a total of 
about $200,000 in debts and plans to pay 
it within six to eight weeks. 
Palmer said Udall is due about 
$200,000 in matching funds from the 
Federal Election Commission on July 
30. 
Ronald J. Greenen, an attorney for 
American Express, said the company 
has a policy of not opening accounts in 
the name of campaign committees. He 
said the card was in Udall’s name only.

Administration spokesmen, in­ 
cluding Deputy Welfare Director 
Raymond McKenna, have insisted at 
legislative hearings that the problem 
is much more immediate. 
McKenna noted that the state must 
certify by Nov. 15 of this year that 
state funds will be available to match 
federal Medicaid funds for the fiscal 
quarter starting Jan. I. Ocasek, D-27 
Akron, said, in effect, that the state is 
in a position now to make the cer­ 
tification. 
The Medicaid program is funded 
with about 60 per cent federal funds, 
meaning the state needs about $59 
million, instead of the more publicized 
$127 million figure, to solve the current 
problem. As of now, Ocasek and other 
Democratic leaders have not said 
where they think the $59 million can be 
found. 
Rhodes’ budget and management 
director, William W. Wilkins, has 
proposed cuts in the state’s nonwelfare 
program funds—such as natural re­ 
sources, libraries, and mass transit 
subsidies—totalling about $40 million. 
That amount of cuts would more than 
double itself with federal funds, if used 
for Medicaid. 
Other possibilities mentioned by the 
administration 
include 
some 
categorical cuts in the Medicaid 
program itself, and possible reduc­ 
tions in the Aid to Dependent Children 
program. ADC cuts up to ll per cent 
have been suggested as one alter­ 
native. 
The Medicaid problem, and another 
major dilemma that involves an up­ 
coming cash flow problem, loom as 
major problems for the legislature, 
whenever it returns. 
Meanwhile, Ocasek said if the 
governor feels there is a problem, he 
should call legislative leaders and 
discuss it “instead of going around 
making dramatic statements that 
aren’t backed by the facts.” 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (AP) - 
Twenty-six children and their school 
bus driver returned home early today, 
weary but unhurt, ending a bizarre and 
still unexplained 36-hour mass kid­ 
naping odyssey. 
Some of the children wept as their 
parents carried them 
off the 
Greyhound bus that returned them 
from Alameda County, where they had 
escaped from an underground cavern 
where three armed men wearing 
stocking masks had imprisoned them 
24 hours earlier. 
Others smiled and waved weakly to 
about 300 persons who greeted them at 
City Hall shortly before 4 a.m. 
Residents of this small farming 
community who had waited through 
the night cheered, whistled and ap­ 
plauded as the youngsters left the bus, 
wrapped in blankets and wearing 
prison jump suits which hastily 
replaced their dirty clothing. 
One of the abducted youngsters, 
Mike Marshall, 14, told reporters: 
“They locked us in a big pit and we had 
to dig our way out.” 
As reporters crowded around the 
slim 
youth, 
Lee 
Roy 
Tatum, 
superintendent of Dairyland School 
District rushed up and warned Mike 
not to talk. 
Another boy, asked how he felt, 
grinned sleepily and said, “Okay.” 
The driver of the Greyhound 
chartered bus, Walter Cairola, 33, said 
one of the little girls had a nightmare 
on the three-hour trip from the Santa 
Rita 
prison 
farm 
where 
they 
youngsters were taken after their 
escape from a rock and gravel quarry 
a few miles away. The quarry is near 
Livermore, about 95 miles north of 
Chowchilla. 
Meanwhile, a search was launched 
in the San Francsco Bay area for 
‘three heavily armed white males,” 
authorities said. They said the three 
were in two Dodge vans, one black and 
one white, both with citizens band 
radio antennas. 
There was no certain word on a 
motive for the Thursday afternoon 
abduction of the children and driver as 
they were headed home from a 
summer school swimming session at 
the county fairgrounds near Chow­ 
chilla. 
“They (the kidnapers) asked each of 
the children their names, ages and 
their parents’ names. I conclude from 
that, and maybe you can conclude, 
that they were taken for ransom,” 


Mayor Jim Dumas told a news con­ 
ference after the children were home. 
“The walls of the excavation (where 
the children were 
imprisoned) 
collapsed somewhat and they became 
a little frightened,” Dumas added. 
The mayor also said that while he 
was away his wife received a 
telephone call at his home from an 


unidentified woman who said, “The 
kids have been found, but it's not 
over.” 
He said she kept repeating “It’s not 
over” and added, “There will be 
others.” 
Bill Auffarth, a registered nurse who 
accompanied the children on the 
chartered bus, said they told him “the 


men treated them decently and spoke 
to them nicely.” He said the captors 
provided potato chips, soup, cereal and 
water for the children. 


‘“Hiere were two or three of the boys 
they were calling heroes, along with 
the bus driver,” Auffarth told 
reporters.

Six-year-old Amy Moss remains in 
serious condition in Children’s 
Hospital, Columbus, where she is 
undergoing treatment for a bruised 
brain, skull fracture, and fractured 
left leg.

CIA Adm its Bugging Abroad 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The CIA has 
bugged and burglarized the homes or 
offices of certain Americans living 
abroad, according to Director George 
Bush. It is not known if the CIA is 
continuing such operations. 
Bush said in an affidavit that CIA 
files include information “acquired as 
a result of several surreptitious entries 
that were made into premises abroad 
as to which certain (Socialist Worker’s 
Party members) had regular access or 
may have had a proprietary interest.” 
The CIA director also said agency 
files “contain information indicating 
that conversations of certain (party 
members) were overheard by means 
of electronic surveillance conducted 
abroad.” 
It was not clear from the affidavit, 
filed in U.S. District Court in New 
York, whether CIA agents themselves 
conducted the burglaries. 
The CIA would not comment at all on 
the sworn statement. 
In the document that was released 


by the party’s lawyers, Bush provided 
no details about the number and dates 
of the burglaries and wiretapping. ’ 
Specifics on spying on Americans 
overseas were said to be contained in a 
separate, “top secret” statement by 
the director to Assistant U.S. Attorney 
William S. Brandt in New York. 
“American citizens don’t forfeit 
their constitutional rights when they 
cross the borders of the United 
States,” said the party’s presidential 
candidate, Peter Camejo. “These 
actions by the CIA are absolutely ille­ 
gal.” 
Bush’s statement was filed in con­ 
nection with the Socialist Workers 
Party’s suit against the government 
intelligence-gathering agencies. The 
party seeks $37 million in damages for 
alleged illegal harassment of it 
because of its political activities. 
Heavily censored agency files 
released in January to Camejo under 
the Freedom of Information Act 
showed that the CIA kept track of 


virtually all his overseas movements 
from about 1971 to 1974. 
CIA agents 
“ burglarized the 
apartments of American citizens 
living abroad and may be continuing to 
do so,” said the Political Rights 
Defense Fund, which is financing the 
party’s lawsuit. 
The defense fund said Bush’s refusal 
to list the dates of the burglaries and 
wiretappings “raises the likelihood of 
very recent or continuing use of these 
tactics.” 
There was nothing in CIA files to 
indicate that the party and its mem­ 
bers have been the target of electronic 
surveillance conducted by the CIA in 
the United States. 
The CIA is fighting efforts by party 
attorneys to obtain the details of the 
burglaries and wiretapping. 
A party spokesman said that its 
officials have travelled abroad since 
the 1960s, renting apartments, “in­ 
cluding in France and Belgium.”

Many an outdoor vacationer, pic­ 
nicker or just a stroller through the 
woods has a trip spoiled, or even 
cancelled because of ticks. The tick 
will sit on a blade of grass, or twig tip 
waiting for a warm-blooded animal to 
pass nearby. If one gets too close, the 
tick will attach its front feet onto the 
host and then sink its specially adapted 
mouthparts into the skin of the victim 
and begin sucking blood. Once the tick 
becomes engorged, it releases its grip 
and falls off with the single meal 
perhaps lasting it for months. Ticks 
are warm weather pests. 
Ticks are often difficult to dislodge 
from the host. Their mouthparts 
consist of tiny, curved barbs enabling 
it to hang onto the prey. Never attempt 
to simply pick off the tick. Since this 
breaks off the mouthparts, leaving 
them embedded in the skin, causing 
infection. One can use a drop of 
kerosene, either, nail polish, camphor 
or chloroform applied to the tick, 
causing it to back out. Some grasp the 
tick firmly between the fingers, or with 
a tweezer and with slow, steady 
pressure pull it out carefully with the 
mouthparts intact. Always treat the 
wound with a good germidical agent. 
It is best for hikers, picnickers, 
fisherman, etc., to use repellents such 
as deet (Off, Metadelphene, Delphene, 
or Detamide), or ethyl hexandiol 
(Rutgers 612) on the skin of his arms 
and legs plus generous applications to 
the lower trouser legs, socks, and shirt 
sleeves. Be careful on application, 
since some repellents damage syn­ 
thetics and plastics such as eye glass 
fram es, plastic watch crystals, 
costume jewelry, some fabrics, etc. 
Follow

precautions. 
Backyards, 
picnic 
areas 
and 
camping areas may be treated with a 
pesticide such as carbaryl (Sevin), 
chlorpyrifos (Dursban), Diazinon, 
malathion, 
propoxur 
(Baygon),

label directions. Be sure to keep the 
grass and low brush well trimmed, if 
possible. Treat about IO to 20 feet on 
both sides of the path, or walk. Use 
about one gallon of spray per 1,000 
square feet. A treatment is usually 
effective for 3 or 4 weeks, or longer.

Black M old 
Com m on O n 
W heat Heads

Farmers in many areas of Pickaway 
County are concerned with black mold 
on wheat heads. The black moldy 
condition has been mistaken, in many 
cases, for smut, says C. Wayne Ellett, 
Extension Plant Pathologist at The 
Ohio State University. 
The problem is not one of the smut 
diseases, he says. There has been 
practically no smut if) Ohio wheat 
fields this year. 


The dark colored heads are the 
result of saprophytic molds growing on 
wheat that has ripened prematurely, 
he says. Premature ripening may be 
traced to diseases or you may have the 
molds growing on heads that were 
partially killed earlier in the season by 
low temperature. 


Other weather factors, in some in­ 
stances, 
may 
have 
prevented 
pollination, thus interfering with 
normal development. 
These black, sooty molds are not 
disease causing but may have been a 
nuisance during combining operations, 
Ellett says. They can cause lung 
irritation. Persons allergic to mold 
spores may also be affected. Persons 
should take precautions to avoid 
inhaling these spores, if the field has 
extensive areas of affected plants. 


Most of the blackened heads 
examined had shriveled grain, in­ 
dicating premature ripening, Ellett 
says. In some cases, the take-all 
disease, caused by a soil borne fungus, 
killed the plants prematurely. Other 
soil borne fungus diseases and one or 
more virus diseases may have been 
involved in some fields. 


Fields with extensive areas having 
blackened seed head conditions are 
likely to have significant yield 
reductions, both in quantity and 
quality. This is not due to the mold 
itself but rather to diseases and-or 
other problems that developed earlier.

cat. There are several commercial 
aerosol sprays and dusts labeled for 
pets. Specially treated pet collars aid 
in reducing tick populations on dogs 
and cats. Do not use a dog collar on a 
cat. Do not use any pesticide on an 
animal if and when you use a collar. 
Chlorinated hydrocarbon pesticides 
are toxic to cats. It is important to read 
the label carefully before applying any 
pesticide to dogs and cats. If your dog 
develops a condition known as tick 
paralysis due to toxin secreted by a 


large infestation of ticks, keep calm 
since this condition usually subsides 
once the animal is free of ticks. 
The pets’ sleeping quarters can be 
treated with certain labeled pesticides. 
Always replace the old bedding with 
clean, fresh, untreated bedding. 
Follow 
label 
directions 
and 
precautions. 
Follow the label for indoor treat­ 
ment. Rugs and furniture should be 
vacuumed thoroughly and spot-treated 
according to label directions.

Remember the big detergent- 
pollution 
controversy? 
Clothes- 
washing detergents built with sodium 
carbonate (soda ash), commonly 
known as “low phosphate” detergents, 
were introduced late in 1970. In a 
report 
from 
General 
Electric, 
detrim ental effects of these low 
phosphate detergents were discussed. 
Low phosphate detergents are used 
in some states all the time because 
high phosphate detergents are banned 
iii Indiana, New York, and Miami, 
Florida. General Electric studied the 
effects 
of 
constant 
use 
of 
low 
phosphate detergents in Indianapolis. 
What did they find? How does this 
apply to you in Pickaway County? 
First of all, it was found that the 
sodium 
carbonate 
built 
(low 
phosphate) detergents react with the 
calcium in the hard water to produce 
limestone. The formation of this 
limestone is unavoidable, and as this 
material forms, it builds up in some 
fabrics and on washing machine parts. 
Briefly, the report made the following 
points. 
(1) limestone build-up in cotton 
fabrics increased fabric hardness 
apparent fading of colors, and fabric 
greying. Towels, for example, feel stiff 
and rough to the touch. Clothes, par­ 
ticularly, those containing cotton, 
become dull and dingy with time as 
they are repeatedly washed. A white, 
powdery residue also may appear, 
especially on dark-colored items, and 
bright colors may spot fade as a result 
of direct contact with the carbonate- 
based (low phosphate) detergent. 
(2) These detergents also damage 
the dewrinkling performance of 
permanent press finished and destroy 
the function of flam e-retardant 
finished applied to cottons. Flame- 
retardant finishes are required by law 
on children’s clothing in sizes up to 14. 
The loss of fire resistance occurs atter 
only a few washings, according to tests 
done by FMC Corporation. 
The build-up of limestone occurs at a 
much more rapid rate in cotton fabrics 
than in synthetic reports G.E. Because 
of these deposits, fabric weight can 
increase by 6.5 per cent after 30 wash 
cycles. This build-up causes wear on 
the fiber and can reduce the life of the 
garment by 15 per cent, or more. 
(3) Limestone will deposit on all 
machine surfaces exposed to the wash 
solution. 
A major area of carbonate build-up 
is under the agitator and around the 
shaft which turns it. The wash tub, 
pump, recirculating water hoses, filter 


pan, and water-recirculating nozzle 
are other areas subject to a build up of 
lime scale and lime lint, lim e par­ 
ticles and lint in the wash water 
readily combine to form matlike 
crusty formations which tend to build 
up, especially in recirculating systems 
in which water flows through filter 
devices. 
Recent examination of several coin­ 
operated 
machines 
from 
the 
Indianapolis area, where water is 
hard, 12.5 grains per gallon indicates 
another serious carbonate detergent- 
related problem: pump failure due to 
abrasion of the pump seal by limestone 
particles. Furthermore, after car­ 
bonate-built detergents had been used 
for up to 14 months in these machines, 
the pump outlets were almost totally 
plugged with lime and lime scale. 
From the experience with these coin­ 
operated machines, it would appear 
that automatic washers in normal 
home usage in the Indianapolis 
metropolitan area might be expected 
to have a useful operating life of 3-4 
years — considerably below the 
average useful life of autom atic 
washers in areas in which phosphate 
detergents are permitted. Obviously, 
the number of service calls which the 
owner must pay for would be increased 
substantially. 
General Electric recommends the 
following precautions if you have hard 
water and want to use low phosphate 
detergents. 
(1) Install a home water-softening 
system. 
(2) Use hot water for cottons 
especially. The limestone build-up 
isn’t as bad as the water temperature 
increases. The best temperature for 
cottons is 125-135 degrees. Also, wait 3- 
4 minutes after the washer fills before 
adding the clothes. These tactics will 
help a little. 
(4) Stiff, harsh fabrics can be 
restored partially by removing the 
limestone build-up. Soak in a solution 
of two cups of ordinary vinegar to one 
gallon of water for 15 minutes. Soaking 
should be done in a plastic tub, not in 
your washer. The acid nature of the 
vinegar will damage the porcelain- 
enamel finish of the washer basket. 
However, you should know that the 
vinegar which removes the limestone 
also 
can 
damage 
the 
wrinkle 
resistance finish of some fabrics, 
especially cottons. 
Who would guess that laundry day 
could get so complicated? The 
phosphate content of laundry additives 
is plainly printed on the container. The 
phosphate content varies, but most 
detergents will have a level of 8.7 per 
cent phosphorus. 
Bean Disease W idespread

Bean Yellow Mosaic has become a 
serious problem to snap bean growers. 
Based on reports from throughout 
the state, the southern half of Ohio has 
been hard hit with the disease, and 
yellow mosaic has cropped up in other 
parts of the state during the past few 
days, says Wayne Ellett, Extension 
Plant Pathologist at The Ohio State 
University. 
Bean Yellow Mosaic is mostly on 
snap beans and not on lima beans, he 
said. The half-runner type and some of 
the pole type beans seem especially 
hard hit. Complete loss of crop is being 
reported in Belmont and Hamilton 
counties and points inbet ween. 
The disease produces extensive 
chlorosis (yellowing), dwarfing and 
dieback of the terminal or new growth. 
Leaves may be curled and have a 
rugose or puckered appearance. 
Symptoms vary, depending on the 
bean variety and strain of virus 
present, Ellett says. 
Aphids are the only method of 
spread of the disease virus. Aphid 
populations have been the highest in 
many years, and this is likely the 
explanation for the high incidence of 
the disease this season. Various weed 
legumes are hosts of the Bean Yellow 
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Mosaic. Aphids acquire the virus from 
these hosts and transmit it to beans. 
The disease is not new; it is not seed 
or soil borne in beans, nor is it 
mechanically spread from plant to 
plant. There is no satisfactory control, 
especially on the very susceptible, 
Ellett says. However, many of the 
bush 
types 
have 
considerable 
tolerance to the virus. 
Ellett suggests a regular spray 
schedule to control aphids and avoid 
spread of the disease.

NEW YORK (KFS) - It s home to 
Plains. Ga., for the victorious Jimmy 
Carters — and if anyone asks 8-year- 
old Amy, it’s none too soon. 
Amy is addicted. She’s a Plains- 
aholic. Even her long, silky hair is a 
pale reflection of the red earth and 
sunsets of Georgia. 
‘‘We all love home, but Amy misses 
it more than anyone,” says her 
mother, wistfully. “She's a special 
child. Been rn politics all her life. She’s 
been in parades. She’s lovely about it. 
But ifs made her value her home even 
more than most people.” 
Throughout the months of cam­ 
paigning 
for 
the 
Democratic 
primaries, Rosalynn Carter wanted to 
take her daughter with her on trips, 
when Amy was out of school on 
vacations 
and 
weekends. 
“ But 
whenever I did, it wasn't too successful 
because she was bored and homesick.’’ 
The Carters would try to lure her. 
“Don’t you want to go to beautiful 
Lake Tahoe?” Rosalynn would ask. 
and Amy’d say, “I just want to go to 
Plains, G eorgia.” Jimmy would 
suggest a visit to Boston, but his 
daughter was adamant: “I just want to 
go to Plains, Georgia,” she repeated. 
Amy, who talks a great deal and 
giggles even more, has been quoted as 
saying she’d like to go to live in the 
White House, because ifs so big, and 
because her mother has promised she 
can have “a cat, a dog and a rabbit” 
when they move in. 
But perhaps that expressed desire to 
go to Washington was a momentary 
flight of fancy for the extremely bright 
little girl; 
or 
perhaps she 
was 
responding to the menagerie bribe 
concept. Most of the time, as she has 
stayed home with “Miss Lillian” 
Carter, Jimmy’s 78-year-old mother, 
while her parents were out cam­ 
paigning, Amy has been totally con­ 
tented to be just where she is. 
“She misses her parents so much, 
and just hates it that they’re away,” 
Miss Lillian says, “but she usually has 
them on weekends. And she loves it 
here.” 
Rosalynn remem bers vividly a 
Sunday in 1974, when the Carters were 
living in the Governor’s mansion in 
Atlanta. “Amy and I were making 
dresses for Barbie dolls. 
“Then, on the television, someone 
announced that Jimmy Carter might 
run for president. Amy was upset 
about it. I said, ‘Don’t you think Daddy 
would be a good president?’ ” 
“Yes, but I hope he doesn’t win,” the 
little girl, then only 6, said firmly. 
“Washington is too far away from 
Plains, Georgia.” 
New York has been interesting. 
Washington has its four-footed, furry 
lures. But for Amy, Plains is The 
Place. 


primaries, when I went home and 
found they were putting in 
a new 
sewerage system at home. I knew 
about it before, but I didn’t know what 
it was going to do to our house To put 
in the sewage pipes, they were going to 
cut down a 20-foot swath of trees in my 
back yard! Oh, I really got mad. I 
screamed at Jimmy, ‘You signed the 
paper that will let them do this!’ Of 
course, Jimmy didn’t know what 
they'd planned to do, so he went and 
brought the mayor over and we figured 
out another way to do it.” 
When Rosalynn argues with Jimmy, 
she admits “I scream and he just gets 
quite.” Or gets the mayor and takes 
action. And she wouldn’t have become 
angry, she admits, if she hadn't so 
dearly loved her home in Plains. “The 
back of the house is just woods, not 
very deep but so private. Before the 
Secret Service was with us, I could go 
out with just my nightgown, and even 
now I go out with my robe on. Ifs so 
isolated, and we just love it. .. 
“So I kept thinking, ‘I’m goin’ home 
to the country, and now I’ve got a curb 
and gutter like I’m goin’ home to the 
CITY. And that’s enough. They can’t 
take away our woods, too!” 


They all — every one of the 
multitude which comprises the Carter 
family — grew up in Plains. Those who 
have died, died there. Jimmy has 
recalled, in writing, the Plains of his 
childhood. “ Life on the farm more 
nearly resembled farm life of 2,000 
years ago than farm life today. We 
lived in a wooden clapboard house . . . 
a house cool in the summer and cold in 
the winter. There was no source of heat 
in the room where I slept, but hot 
bricks and a down comforter helped 


ease the initial pain.” There was an 
outdoor privy in the back, but by the 
time he was an adolescent there was a 
windmill and running water in the 
house. Still, water for bathing had to be 
heated on a wooden stove. Fried 
chicken and chicken pie were staples 
of the dinner table, “and there were 
hen nests in every convenient place — 
alongside buildings, in the forks of 
trees, and wherever else the hens had 
an inclination to lay eggs.” The 
dominant feature of the backyard was 
the woodpile. “ Pecan, m ulberry, 
chinaberry, magnolia and fig trees 
gave 
shade 
and 
facilities 
for 
treehouses and climbing. 


“All in all it seemed a comfortable 
and enjoyable place to live.” 


Progress came slowly, gradually to 
Plains, but there still is no building 
over two stories. 
The population 
remains hovered around the 680 mark, 
and there is no sit-down restaurant. If 
the housewives of Plains do not par­ 
ticularly enjoy cooking, it is un­ 
derstandable. 


But I have talked to no one who 
wants it to change. Well, maybe a 
small restaurant would be nice. But 
that's all. The local businessmen 
would like to cash in on the potential 
Jimmy Carter Presidency, perhaps, 
but even they don’t want Plains to be 
modernized out of its bucolic image. 


Jim m y’s Mama, Miss Lillian, 
perhaps stated 
the 
case 
most 
glowingly when she told me, “The 
thing I dread most in the world is that 
when Jimmy wins I’ll have to buy 
dresses and go to the city. I wear pant 
suits, and I don’t like other clothes, and 
I find this place of Plains the most 
peaceful spot on earth. . .”

emitters,” confident that the pollution 
will be blown away from inhabited 
areas by the tradewinds, or buried off 
the coast in one of the ocean’s deepest 
holes. 
Moscoso, 66, is head of FOMENTO, 
Puerto Rico’s economic development 
association, and is one of the foremost 
of his breed. His counterparts work for 
every state of the union, and almost all 
of them believe the greasiest good for 
their people is to obtain jobproducing 
industries. 
Puerto Rico wants industry, and it 
gets it through constant work, 
promises, bargaining, tax exemptions 
and subsidies. There are no federal. 
taxes, and sometimes no com­ 
monwealth taxes. 
Wage assistance is offered to certain 
manufacturers who establish plants in 
needy areas. The Federal Energy 
Administration allots $100 million a 
year to the petrochemical industry. 
The recession was devastating to the 
island’s 3.1 million people. From an all 
time high of 155,200 in May 1974, manu­ 
facturing employment fell to 129,700 in 
July 1975 and still is back only to 
144,000. 
A big improvement in the job 
situation is suggested by plants now 
being built, but more than half the 
population now qualifies for food 
stamps. “The job today is a damn sight 
tougher in some ways,” said Moscoso. 
Immigration, especially from Latin 
America, is creating a problem for the 
commonwealth. And the return of 
120,000 emigres during the past three 
years has added to the job problem, 
even though many of them are 
retirees. 
The $2.30 an hour minimum wage 
also tends to put Puerto Rico at a 
competitive disadvantage with other 
countries. Moscoso believes that 
flexibility in applying the law might 
encourage more jobs. 
There is still a great need to develop 
the infrastrucure of the island, the 
roads, sewers. Moscoso believes 
Pureto Rico is unique in having more 
cars than telephones, but hopes to add 
to the latter through a new contract 
with

He seeks high technology companies 
and has succeeded enormously in 
attacting m ajor electronics and 
pharmaceutical operations.

Dr. I„arry Zavodney, a mechanical 
engineer, at the University of Akron, in 
Akron, Ohio, is studying sounds that 
can be recorded deep within the joints 
of the body.

Delinquent Youths 
Get Suspended 
Sentences To OYC 


Delinquency charges against youths 
resulted in four boys receiving 
suspended sentences last week to the 
Ohio Youth Commission. Pickaway 
County Juvenile Court Judge Guy G. 
Cline heard the cases and suspended 
the severe penalties in favor of length 
probations in each case. 
A 15-year-old Texas boy appeared 
for possession of marijuana for sale. 
The court suspended a sentence to the 
Youth Commission and placed the 
youngster on probation for two years. 
The youth was ordered held at 
Hedges House until his parents came 
from Texas for him. He had been in 
detention for 38 days prior to his final 
hearing and was given credit for that 
time on his sentence. 
Two other boys, a 17-year-old New 
Holland youth and a 17-year-old Route 
2, Williamsport youth, were charged 
with criminal damaging of property. 
Judge Cline suspended a sentence to 
the Youth Commission in each case, 
placed both boys on probation for two 
years, and ordered them to complete 
50 hours of community work. 
The New Holland youth was placed 
in detention for four days and had his 
license suspended for six months. The 
other boy was given a three-day 
detention sentence and no license 
suspension. 
Another 17-year-old, a Route I, 
I^aurelville boy, appeared on charges 
of petit theft and breaking and en­ 
tering. He, too, had his original sen­ 
tence to the Youth Commission 
suspended and was placed on 
probation for three years. He was also 
ordered to complete IOO hours of 
community work and to make 
restitution. 
Two Columbus boys, ages 16 and 17, 
each received three years’ probation 
for criminal trespassing, criminal 
damaging and grand theft charges. 
A 12-year-old Williamsport boy was 
charged in the juvenile court for 
breaking and entering and petit theft. 
The court ordered the youth to make 
restitution in the amount of 8129 within 
60 days and placed him on probation

O n Plane 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) — A 
mental patient attacked a young boy in 
the bathroom of a Chicago-bound 
Eastern Airlines jumbo jet and, when 
the plane returned to San Juan, 
wrested a gun from a policeman and 
seriously wounded him, police said 
today. 
Police said the patient was being 
transferred to a veterans hospital in 
Michigan under the supervision of two 
nurses, one man and one woman. 
About 45 minutes after the plane left 
San Juan, the man attacked the boy in 
the bathroom, police said. 
A passenger told a Chicago radio 
station (WBBM) by telephone that the 
boy was sexually molested. Police said 
he suffered bruises. 
Crew members and the nurses 
subdued the patient and put leather 
restraints on his wrists and ankles, 
police said. They also gave him a 
sedative and stretched him out on the 
back seat of the plane, police said. 
The pilot decided to return to San 
Juan and informed authorities on the 
ground of the incident. Shortly before 6 
p.m., the plane landed and three po­ 
licemen came aboard. 
When Sgt. Porfirio Diaz took the 
man in his arms to remove him from 
the plane, the patient pulled Diaz’ gun 
and shot the officer in the chest and in 
the hand, police said. Diaz was re­ 
ported in serious condition at a San 
Juan hospital. 
Police said the patient was very 
violent and it took 15 minutes to bring 
him under control after the shooting. 
He was taken to a hospital, then to a 
psychiatric institution, officers said. 
The man was charged with attempted 
murder and a weapons violation. 
The FBI has taken charge of the 
case, police said.

Deputies Break 
Up Protest At Jail 


SIDNEY, Ohio (AP) - Shelby 
County sheriff’s deputies and officers 
from nearby communities used tear 
gas to disperse a mob that had stormed 
the jail Friday night to protest the 
arrests of 25 union pickets. 
Deputies said a crowd of 500 to 600 
persons congregated outside the jail 
and pelted it with rocks, bricks and 
bottles, shattering several windows 
and inflicting minor injuries on some 
officers. 
Local law enforcement officers and 
a number summoned from adjacent 
counties ringed the jail building and 
used tear gas to break up the crowd, 
the sheriff’s office said. None of the 
protesters managed to enter the 
building. 
Most of the injuries to officers were 
cuts and bruises from flying objects. 
The sheriff’s office said a few of the 
protesters were arrested, but could not 
give an exact number. They and the 
pickets arrested earlier were being 
held here and in the Miami County Jail 
in Troy.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — Viking I 
will take some photographs .Saturday 
of its Martian landing site, scientists 
say, and a decision might be made 
then where to scout for a landing zone 
for Viking 2, the sister ship that is 
nearing a Martian rendezvous. 
Scientists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory also said they expect 
Viking l ’s lander will detect some 
“interesting things" after it lands 
about Martian weather and maybe 
marsquakes or volcano rumblings. 
The landing is scheduled for Tuesday. 


“We wouldn’t be surprised to see a 
cold front pass by, and we would be 
delighted if a dust devil passed over 
the lander,” said Dr. Seymour Hess. 
Measurements of wind velocity,

expected to help scientists attack the 
mystery of Mars’ atmosphere.

Pickaway County was represented 
at the Ohio Commission on Aging’s 
public hearing on the next year’s 
funding plan by Pauline Jones and 
Twyla Lorentz. 
They were among the 120 people who 
attended the three hour televised 
hearing, 
provided 
by the Ohio 
Educational Television network, with 
the show originating at WOSU - TV in 
Columbus. Michael Lorentz, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. M. D. l-orentz, 430 Lancaster 
Pike, was producer-director of the 
proceedings. 
After a detailed explanation of the 
plan for spending the $14.3 million 
allocated to Ohio for the year begin­ 
ning October I, 1976, and ending 
September 30, 
1977, 
a 
state-wide 
telephone 
hookup 
provided 
op­ 
portunity for telephone comments 
from viewers across the state. 
Many of those in attendance at the 
hearing, held in the Fawcett Center for 
Tomorrow at Ohio State University, 
also made statements regarding the 
various provisions in the plan. 
Transportation for Senior Citizens, 
particularly in the rural areas of the 
state, was indicated as a primary 
need, closely followed by Home-Health 
Care needs, and Nutrition. 
By October 1,1976, it is expected that 
each of the 88 Ohio counties will have 
at least one congregate meal site. 
Pickaway County 
will have one, 
although the exact location and time 
for starting have not been determined 
yet. 
Many of the comments heard were in 
regard to the Golden Buckeye Card 
promotion, with pros and cons as to the 
value of the cards. The merchants in 
some areas seem to have cooperated 
more than in other areas of the State, 
but all felt it was a good program. 
Careful note was made of all 
suggestions and criticisms and these 
will all be considered by the members 
of the Ohio Commission on Aging, at a 
meeting Wednesday, July 28. . 
The members were all present for 
the hearing, as were the staff mem­ 
bers of the Ohio Commission on Aging, 
Martin Jams, Executive Director. 
Students Get 
IOO Per Cent 
O f Grants 


State Rep. Myrl H. Shoemaker (D- 
BoUmeville) has announced that all 
students in institutions of higher 
education in Ohio will receive IOO per 
cent of the Ohio Instructional Grant 
awards for which they are eligible. 
Earlier this year it had appeared 
th a t insufficient funds would be 
available, and those students in the 
upper income levels of eligibility had 
received notices that awards could not 
be made until the funding picture was 
clear. 
However, due to the passage in the 
General Assembly of Sub. H. B. No. 
1508, sponsored by Rep. Shoemaker, 
and a transfer of balances from fiscal 
year 1976, full funding of the program 
has been made possible. 
Rep. Shoemaker in introducing this 
legislation had included in the bill a $5 
million appropriation to the Board of 
Regents to make possible full funding 
of the instructional grants. The bill 
was approved by the House Finance 
Appropriations Committee, of which 
Shoemaker is chairman, on June 5, 
1976, passed by the Senate on June ll, 
and signed into law by Governor 
Rhodes on June 28,1976. 
Rep. Shoemaker noted that all 
students will now be given the actual 
award to which they are entitled. 
Processing of these awards is expected 
to be completed by the end of July, 
Shoemaker concluded.

CLEVELAND (AP) — City officials 
charged the editors of Hustler, a 
Columbus-based m en’s m agazine, 
with pandering obscenities in the July 
and August editions and sought a court 
ban on distribution of the September 
issue. 
The city prosecutor’s office filed the 
charges in Cleveland Municipal Court 
against the magazine’s copublishers 
and coeditors, Jam es R. and Laurence 
Flint, and Althea Leasure, associate 
publisher and executive assistan t 
editor. 
Officers said warrants for their 
arrest have been sent to Columbus and 
that the trio agre&d to surrender to 
warrant service once the warrants ar­ 


rive, probably next week. 
Officials also said the magazine’s 
Cleveland distributor, the George R. 
Klein News Co., agreed to withdraw 
the two issues from newstands. 
The effort to restrain distribution of 
the September issue stems from its 
inclusion of photos of Elizabeth Ray, 
the Washington, D.C., secretary who 
charged she was kept as a mistress by 
Rep. Wayne Hayes, D-Ohio, police 
said. 
Maximum fine upon conviction is

LOS ANGEIJSS (AP) - 
Henry Gibson, the gentle poet 
laureate of "l4iugh-In" a few 
years ago, still was in fine 
form when asked if he had a 
poem about the Democratic 
convention. He did and called 
it •'Hooked." 
"W hen conventions con­ 
vene," he began, “I'm in TV’s 
clutches 
“ From gavel to gavel, 
through long in-as-muchs 
“Half stoned by the image, 
unmobilized, crotchless 
“ I see more and more 
“ But understand m uch 
less.” 
Til us spake the diminutive 
actor, pianist and ecologist 
who lives in an unpretentious 
Malibu home with his wife 
and three sons. But he spake 
minus his familiar king-sized 
sunflower. 
Tim es 
have 
changed. 
On July 26, he stars in an 
NBC pilot for a possible 
comedy 
series, 
“ The 
Bureau," cast as an officious, 
bumbling, frightened agent in 
charge of an FBI-like federal 
agency in Los Angeles. 
TTien he starts work as a 
French Foreign Legion of­ 
ficer in a movie spoof of 
rehashed movies, this called 
“'Hie lASt Remake of Beau 
Geste.” 
It’s his first movie since he 
hit it big last year in Robert 
A ltm a n ’s 
“ N a sh v ille ,” 
playing an aging, soft-spoken, 
egomaniacal country music 
star. 
The cheers that caused still 
seem to light up Gibson, a 
quiet 
Philadelphian 
who 
acted as a kid, did four Air 
Force years, studied at the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic 
Arts in London, then came to 
New York and 
got 
very 
hungry trying to find acting 
work. 
To pay the rent, he said, he 
developed his poet character, 
giving readings for laughs on 
the "Tonight" show in the 
early 1960s, in the summer 
between 
Jack 
P a a r’s 
departure and Johnny Car­ 
son’s arrival. 
Which led to a few minor 
movie roles, TV situation 
comedy work and then a call 
to reprise the poet routine 
when a satirical new show 
called "Laugh-In” was afoot. 
He stayed in the hit series 34 
years. 
“ That was a tremendous 
turning point in my life, not to 
mention everyone on it," he 
said softly. “ Lord knows I 
was grateful for it, but I had 
to leave because I knew if I 
didn’t I’d be carrying the 
flower for the rest of my 
life..." 
But he ran into something 
called typecasting. He was 
considered a comedian, not a 
dramatic actor. He said — not 
bitterly — that he sought 
work for a year and never 
found it. 
In 1973, he said, director 
Altman, rem em bering his 
“ Laugh-In” 
work, 
but 
knowing nothing of his acting 
background, hired him to 
play a weird psychiatrist in 
"The Long Goodby.” Actor 
Gibson was back in business. 
He beamed when it was 
suggested that after "Nash­ 
ville’’ he may be traveling the 
path 
of 
B ritain’s 
Alec 
Guinness, respected for his 
work in both comic 
and 
dramatic acting roles. 
“From your mouth to God’s 
ear it would happen like that, 
having the luck of a Peter 
Sellers or an Alec Guinness,” 
said Henry Gibson. "But the 
votes aren’t in yet."

CINCINNATI (AP) — Cincinnati 
Police LL Richard Beyer has been 
fired from the force following his 
conviction last month on charges of 
perjury and tampering with evidence. 


D ism issal papers were signed 
Friday by Deputy City Manager Henry 
Sandman and delivered to Beyer, 
former commander of the Vice Control 
Bureau. 


Beyer was convicted along with 
suspended Chief Carl Goodin in con­ 
nection with a grand jury probe into 
alleged police wrongdoing. Beyer was 
fined $1,000 and sentenced to 30 days in 
jail. 


The former lieutenant declined to 
appear at a departmental hearing 
conducted Thursday by the city safety 
director. He may appeal for rein­ 
statem ent to the Civil Service Com­ 
mission, however. 


According to City Manager William

m inistrative action in Goodin’s case 
until pending indictments against the 
suspended chief are resolved.

Entry Office 
At State Fair 
Swam ped 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The entry 
office at the 1976 Ohio State Fair is 
being swamped with letters, but the 
deadline for most contest entries at the 
exposition passed Thursday. 
The fair begins Aug. 26 and con­ 
cludes Sept. 6. 
Exceptions to the deadline are July I 
for family arts and crafts and fine arts 
and July 23 for the horse show. Still 
open for entry are Aug. I for rabbits 
and cavies, a rodent, and Aug. 24 for 
the quarter horse show. 
A clerk at the entry office said en­ 
tries for both departments having the 
July I deadline have increased over 
last year. 
A new entry of beef cattle will be 
shown at the fair this year, with the 
total premium money to be more than 
$2,000. 
Relatively new to the Midwest, the 
Santa Gertrudis breed is most popular 
in the South and Southwest because of 
its ability to withstand the heat and 
humidity. The Santa Gertrudis is a 
cross between Shorthorn and Brahma. 
The high premium wasn’t always 
that much. 
When the first Ohio State Fair was 
held in 1845, Michael Sullivant was 
perhaps 
the 
largest 
and 
most 
prosperous farm er and stock raiser in 
the entire state. 
For the best cow over 3 years old, 
Sullivant received a premium of $15. 
For the best heifer, he gained $5 and 
for the best pair of mules, he received 
an award of $10. 
The first Ohio State Fair was held at 
Camp Washington, about 2 4 miles 
from what was then the center of 
Cincinnati, on the Miami Canal. 
T ransportation 
to 
those 
first 
facilities was provided by rail, at 
reduced rates to fairgoers. Admission 
to the fair was 20 cents. 
Between 25,000 and 30,000 persons 
traveled to the fair, and even though 
the fair lost money that first year it 
was considered a big success. 
This year’s fair will feature, among 
other things, harness racing, am ateur 
boxing, a twice daily circus and a cup­ 
cake eating contest. 
Tickets will cost $2 at the gate, $1.50 
in advance. 
Children under 12 are admitted free 
every day until noon. After noon, it will 
cost 50 cents.

Olympics Open 
With Flickering 
Of Greek Flame

CINCINNATI (AP) - "In that kind 
of a situation, he had to be thinking 
fastball. So was I," said Dave Con­ 
cepcion, sitting beneath a momento of 
the 
All-Star 
Game—a 
baseball 
autographed by President Ford. 
Concepcion won the guessing game, 
lashing at reliever Joe Kerrigan’s first 
pitch to end the drama. 
His bases-loaded single in the 10th 
inning capped a two-run rally that 
powered the Cincinnati Reds past the 
Montreal Expos 4-3 Friday night. 
Concepcion’s game-winning hit 
averted a fourth straight loss for the 
Reds, who had been handcuffed for 8 1- 
3 innings by Don Stanhouse’s five-hit 
pitching. 
"Good, but not good enough,” said 
Stanhouse, who was forced to leave the 
game with two out in the ninth when 
Pete Rose lined a vicious drive off the 
young righthander’s thigh. 
"It cramped up pretty fast and I 
couldn’t see taking a chance on ruining 
my arm,” said .Stanhouse. 
Joe Morgan hit a solo homer, his 15th 
of the year, in the eighth to tie it at 2-2. 
He then 
keyed the 
10th 
inning 
comeback by drawing a walk and later 
outran a near-perfect throw to home 
plate to deadlock it at 3-3 on Bill 
Plummer’s single off Dale Murray. 
"He had been throwing me all 
sinkers trying to make me bite,” said 
Plummer. 
It appeared Morgan was out, but 
catcher Jose Morales dropped the ball. 
"I was safe,” said Morgan. "I don’t 
know close it was, but I was safe even 


if he didn’t drop the ball.” 
Morgan’s off-balance throw in the 
top of the 10th had bounced past 
Plummer at home, allowing the Expos 
to take a 3-2 lead. Morales had chopped 
a high hopper to shortstop, but the ball 
past over the head of the onrushing 
Concepcion. 
"I started breaking like a train, but 
when I got to the ball I couldn’t stop,” 
said Concepcion. 
Rawly Eastwick gained the victory, 
boosting his record to 7-3. Murray took 
the loss, dropping his season mark to 0- 
7. 
The loss sparked an angry blast 
from Stanhouse, who complained that 
inconsistent umpiring has hurt the 
Expos. 
"I don’t care if I get blackballed. But 
just because we are in last place 
doesn’t mean every call has to go 
against us. There’s an injustice of 
umpiring. It’s been happening all year 
and ifs starting to get to us. When I go 
to the mound I put out IOO per cent. I 
wish I could expect the same from 
them. 
"All I ask is just give us a chance to 
be respectable. When you are in the 
cellar, you’re fighting everybody to get 
out. God knows we’re trying to get 
out,” said Stanhouse. 
The three-game series concludes at 7 
p.m. tonight with Santo Alcala, 7-2, 
facing Woodie Fryman, 8-6. 
Sometimes a pitcher will win a game 
even when he doesn’t have his best 
stuff. The line drives will go right at 
fielders, the shots down the line will 
curve foul, the long blasts will be 
caught on the warning track. 


Sometimes, but not always. 
Randy Jones didn’t have his best 
stuff Friday night, and while he didn’t 
exactly get racked up, he didn’t make 
any progress towards that 30-win 
season. The St. Louis Cardinals took 
advantage of Jones’ off-night and 
came away with a 4-2 victory over the 
San Diego Padres. 
"I didn’t feel good,” said Jones, 
baseball’s winningest pitcher with a 
16-4 record.

Elsewhere in the National lieague, 
the San Francisco Giants edged the 
Philadelphia Phillies 1-0, the Houston 
Astros trimmed the New York Mets 4- 
3, the Cincinnati Reds nipped the 
Montreal Expos 4-3 in IO innings, the 
Pittsburgh Pirates beat the Atlanta 
Braves 7-2 and the St. Louis Cardinals 
defeated the San Diego Padres 4-2.

MONTREAL (AP) - Still the 
bickering. Halt the feuding. Let joy be 
kindled today when the fire of the XXI 
Olympiad is lighted before a billion 
spectators around the world. 
More than 7,000 athletes march in 
Olympic Stadium today under the 
flags of their countries. A choir sings. 
Children dance. Thousands of pigeons 
are freed to the skies. 
Because of a global television net­ 
work, never before have so many eyes 
been turned upon so worthy a spec­ 
tacle—the 2,000-year-old symbol of 
man striving for his best. 
The olive wreaths have been 
replaced by medals. The single foot 
race has been multiplied many times. 
The ritual Olympic fire has been 
relayed by satellite. 
But the purpose is the same, 
although the words are flashed on an 
electronic scoreboard in a concrete 
stadium: "The most important thing 
in the Olympic Games is not to win but 
to take part, just as the most important 
thing in life is not the triumph but the 
struggle.” 
Despite the noble purpose of the 


Games, political gamesmanship has 
forced two countries from the 
Olympics. As the standard bearers, 
flag bearers and athletes enter the 
field, Taiwan and Nigeria are absent, 
gone home to obey other principles. 
For days before the opening, there 
were squabbles and meanness. Now, 
perhaps, all that can be forgotten, or at 
least put aside. 
Nevertheless, 70,000 spectators here 
get their money’s worth of pageantry 
as does the worldwide audience 
estimated at I billion. 
Queen Elizabeth II opens the games: 
"I declare open the Olympic Games of 
Montreal 
celebrating 
the 
XXI 
Olympiad of the modem era.” 
Eight men in white carry in the 
Olympic flag. White-robed women 
clasp hands and dance as a recorded 
choir sings. The flag is raised. 
Thousands of pigeons are released. 
A runner enters the stadium. He 
carries a torch, the Olympic flame that 
was flashed invisibly from Athens to 
be electronically captured and re­ 
kindled here for the duration of the 
games.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Justice 
Department investigators are pur­ 
suing evidence that Nicholas P. 
Callahan, the FBI’s second-ranking 
official until he was fired Friday, 
abused the 
power of his office, 
department and FBI sources say. 
Kelley's decisive action in firing 
Callahan illustrates the seriousness of 
the departm ent investigation of 
alleged im proprieties involving a 
number of current and former FBI 
officials. 
Callahan. 62, has been an FBI man 
for 41 years, almost as long as the 
agency has existed. Kelley himself, 
soon after taking office three years 
ago, appointed Callahan as the asso­ 
ciate director. 
Callahan could not be reached for 
comment. 
Department and FBI sources said 
the allegations against Callahan in­ 
volve unspecified abuses of power. The 
sources said the allegations do not in­ 
volve financial wrongdoing, although 
the evidence against Callahan sur­ 
faced in a department probe of 
financial kickbacks in the FBI. 
The sources also said the Callahan 
m atter has nothing to do with a 
sep arate 
departm ent 
probe 
of 
allegedly illegal FBI burglaries. 
In an announcement Friday night, 
the FBI said Kelley “ asked for and 
received" Callahan’s resignation. 
Atty. Gen. Edward Levi “ was aware 
of the action and he concurred in it, but 
it was Kelley’s decision,” said 
department spokesman Robert Havel. 
The FBI statement said Kelley 
declined to elaborate on the m atter 
‘‘because of the continuing 
in­ 
vestigations of various allegations 
concerning former and present of­ 


ficials and personnel of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation.” 
The department probe is being 
conducted by the Office of Professional 
Responsibility which reports directly 
to I>evi. It was learned that officials of 
the criminal division have been kept 
informed about the findings. 
The investigation stemmed from 
congressional testimony by Martin 
Keyser, a producer of electronics 
equipm ent. His testim ony raised 
questions about the possibility of a 
kickback scheme involved in the FBI 
purchase of eavesdropping devices. 


I*vi rejected the FBI’s first internal 
probe of the allegations and ordered a 
second inquiry. Kelley then appointed 
a new team of investigators to work 
with the department officials. 
The probe soon grew to encompass 
all FBI purchasing practices and then 
expanded still further to include wide­ 
ranging abuses of power, the sources 
said. 
They stressed that the allegations 
against Callahan do not involve per­ 
sonal gain. "It’s not a financial 
corruption thing at all,” said one of­ 
ficial.

Spokesmen for municipal and rural 
utility companies said they would be 
forced to absorb losses if the FPC 
allows I&M to raise its wholesale price 
to the smaller power retailers.
